It is the 
second daughter who has gone stark 
blind in the last few months. 
The 
other one is already being treated in 
an Indianapolis asy lum. 
Mrs. Matlack is blind, her mother 
and grandmother Ibefore Iber were 
blind, and she has two brothers who 
can not see. 
So the two little girls 
who are now suffering, hav e three 
generations back of them in which 
the ey esight was affected. Mrs. Mat­ 
lack has an infant in arms, but its 
ey esight seems to be v ery good. 
Blindness was n» ot the only trouble 
though. 
A few months ago, local 


charity workers were preparing ,to 
take Celia and her sister to a blind 
asy lum in Indianapolis. 
A few day s 
before the time for the trip, Celia fell 
and broke her leg. 
She had to re­ 
main at home and her sister was tak­ 
en. Now she is sufficiently recov ered 
to make the trip, and she was taken 
today . 


Specialists hav e been brought to 
Rushv ille with funds* made on the 
charity ball, and by other methods, 
to treat the family of blind people. 
An Indianapolis 
specialist declared 
that he could hav e sav ed Mrs. Mat- 
lack’s ey esight, had 
he been 
asked 
to consult in the ease a few y ears 
sooner. 
In this particular family , it is said 
that the disease that is peculiar to 
those afflicted, is the decay of 
the 
optic nerv e. 
This, phy sicians say , 
is curable, if it is daught in time. It 
is said to be doubtful whether or not 
the two little girls "will ev er regain 
their ey esight, and they will hav e to 
go on through with the sordid meth­ 
od of liv ing without seeing what is 
going on about 
them, 
until 
their 
death.

y ears of legal battle between the gov - j 
em inent and the leaders of the cou n- j 
try ’s p ack ing indu stry . 
The ou tcome of the case had an im­ 
mediate effect on listed stock s of the 
p ack ers. 
Swift & Co. stock , ev en an 
hou r before the v erdict was annou nc­ 
ed, adv anced on the local ex change 
2% p oints. The bu y ing is said to hav e 
been for the accou nt of the p ack ing 
hou se interests, and a fu rther gain 
was scored wThen the stock went to 
109 , a rise of six p oints ov er the close 
the day before. 
Coincidentally , thou gh the p ack ers 
say this angle had nothing to do w'ith 
the v erdict, the p rice of liv e stock 
w'ent soaring at the y ards and p rices 
for the dressed p rodu ct jv ere adv anc­ 
ed. Hog p rices went to the high p oint 
of the y ear and cattle were considera­ 
bly higher. The p ack ers, howev er, in­ 
sist that su p p ly .and demand cau ses— 
scarcity in the eastern m ark ets, and 
the ap p roach of the Easter season— 
were resp onsible for the adv ance in 
both mark ets. 
The first ballot tak en by the ju ry 
w’as eight to fou r for acq u ittal, the 
second ten to two for acq u ittal, and 
the third was the v erdict of not gu ilty , j 
Gov ernment Attorney Wilk erson de­ 
clined to mak e a statem ent. Attorney 
John S. Miller, beaming smiles, said: 
“The v erdict of not gu ilty was ex p ect­ 
ed; none other cou ld be retu rned in 
k eep ing with the ev idence which had 
been p resented. At no time was seri­ 
ou s consideration giv en a v erdict of 
gu ilty on a criminal charge in su ch 
a m atter as this. 
“The gov ernment ou ght to be satis­ 
fied. 
This ou ght to p u t an end to the 
attack s on this indu stry .” 
The trial was one of the longest 
criminal trials in the history of the 
federal cou rts. 
It began Dec. 6 , 19 11, 
and the ju ry was sworn in Dec. 19 . 
The first witness w'as called by the 
gov ernment Dec. 26 . The gov ernment ! 
p u t forty -nine witnesses on the stand 
and introdu ced 1,48 8 docu ments in ev i­ 
dence. 
The record of the case con- 
tains 5,6 00,000 words. 
It is estimated j 
that the trial cost the p ack ers $500,000 
and the gov ernment abou t $100,000.

•Welch, W. Ya., March 27.—Summing 
up the fatalities resulting from an ex 
plosion 
of gas at the United States 
Coal and Coke company’s mine at Jed 
three miles from here, eighty-two min­ 
ers are known to he dead, six b odies 
have b een recovered and fifteen more 
located. 
Thirteen men miraculou*> 
ly escaped. 
There were ninety-five 
men known to b e in the mine when 
the explosion occurred. 
Following the explosion afterdamp 
pervaded the entire workings, and it 
was impossib le for any immediate res 
cue work to b e b egun. 
Because of 
the deadly afterdamp, in which no 
human b eing can live for an instant 
it was impossib le for the rescuers to 
get further than a few hundred feet 
from the opening. 
The Jed mine employed in all ab out 
150 men. b oth whites and negroes, who 
with the ir' families, comprised prac­ 
tically the entire population of Jed.
